THOMS TRIAL BEGINS. 


Chicago, March 27—After many con- 


tinuances the trial of Louis Thorns for 
the murder of Carrie Larson a pretty 
Swede girl, was begun this morning. 


The murder was one of the most bru- 


tal in the history of Chicago. It was 
committed on the night of December 
30, last Thorns was steward on the 
steamer Peerless at that time tied Up 
in the river. A day before the murder 
he went to an employment agency and 
engaged, his victim to assist him on 
the. vessel. Soon after she went on 
board the vessel, Thorns, sojthe state 
wHt *Uege, attempted to Hagaalt her. 
but she escaped him and found refuge 
in the room which had been assigned 
as her quarters 


Under Thorns' promise not to molest 


her she opened the door and again was 
attacked. She fought her assailant so 
hard that, becoming enraged, be grab- 
bed her by the throat, bore her to the 
floor and choked her to death.

According to his story Thorns attack- 
ed him with an open knife and threat- 
ened to kill him if he revealed what 
he had seen.
